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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the rejection relying on 
Walker et al. (US PGPUB No. 2001/0018771 A1)does not anticipate Claims 1-31 and fails to meet the claimed "delivering the broadcast 
television program along with at least one synchronized functionality associated with the broadcast television program, the broadcast 
television program and said at least one synchronized functionality or display on a television screen within a home, said at least one 
synchronized functionality comprising at least one user-selectable option". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
The Walker et al. reference has been relied upon to teach a system in which broadcast television programs are delivered to a television 
reciever [30], which is capable of displaying the received content to a viewer [80], along with supplemental information that has been 
synchronized with events occuring within a particular video program, on an integrated display (Figs. 1-3; paragraphs [0020], [0030], [0040], 
[0042], 0055]).Walker et al. teaches that the video information & the supplemental information may be displayed on the same monitor, and 
that some of the supplemental information may be selectable by a viewer [80] - thereby meeting the claimed the "the broadcast television 
program and said at least one synchronized functionality for display on a television screen within a home, said at least one synchronized 
functionality comprising at least one user-selectable option".(Fig.3; paragraphs [0054], [0055]). Additionally, the Examiner notes that the 
claimed language states "delivering the broadcast television program along with at least one synchronized functionality associated with the 
broadcast television program" does not clearly point out that the synchronized functionality associated with the broadcast television 
program must by provided concurrently or from the same location as the broadcast television program. 

The broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim language has been given and therefore the Applicant's arguments have been 
considered but respectfully disagreed to by the Examiner. 
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
